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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Examiner respectfully disagrees with 
Applicant's arguments. Applicant contends, again, that the margin of meshes are cut off during fabrication of the mask. As previously 
indicated in the final office action, the Examiner points to paragraph 111, which clearly states that only PORTIONS of the mask are cutoff, 
more specifically the portions that extend beyond the frame. Nowhere does Himeshima disclose or suggest that all of the dummy apertures 
(item 38) are cut off, but merely suggests that those portions extending beyond the frame are cutoff (paragraph 111). Regarding the 
different type of apertures, the Examiner notes that any aperture may described as a dummy aperture or main aperture, and as seen in 
figure 35 of Himeshima and previously indicated, the dummy apertures are item 38 and the main apertures are item 32, wherein a plurality 
of both types of apertures exist. The Examiner further notes that paragraph 1 1 1 is regarding figure 36, which is based on figure 35, which 
is being used as the figure for rejection. Hence, Applicant's limitations are met as previously set forth . 
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
